Coalition  To  Register 
New  Voters  Successful 


Forty-five  thousand  San 
Franciscans  were  registered  in  the 
Coalition  to  Register  100,  000  New 
Voters'  3-month  long  registra- 
tion drive.    The  drive,  'vhich 
increased  the  number  of  San 
Franciscans  able  to  vote  in 
the  November's  mayoral 
election  by  Z0%,  culminated  a 
9 -month  czimpaign  by  Coalition 
members  to  secure  public 
financing  of  a  year-round  voter 
registration  program  run 
by  community  residents. 

"We  ended  getting  stronger," 
said  Mike  Mason,  Coalition  drive 
coordinator.    "We  simply  ran  out 
of  time;  if  we  had  had  another 
three  weeks,  we  would  have 
had  another  15,  000  to  20,  000 
registrations".  Mason  said. 
Six  thousand  people  were  regis- 
tered in  the  last  week  of  the  drive. 

"I  think  we  proved  that  a  coali- 
tion of  active  community 
people  can  do  a  better  job 
of  registering  their  friends 
and  neighbors  than  can  any 
City-paid  bureaucrat,  "  Mason 


said.    "We  registered  voters 
in  every  precinct  of  the  City, 
and  especially  those  areas  where 
they  never  see  anyone  from 
City  Hall,  "  Mason  said. 

A  survey  of  registrations  turned 
in  by  the  Coalition  shows  that 
18,  000  people  were  registered  in 
the  I6th  Assembly  District,  557  of 
which  came  from  12  Potrero  Hill 
precincts.    The  17th  Assembly 
District  gained  22,  000  new  voters 
and  the  18th  increased  by  5.100 
people, 

David  Whitaker,  a  staff 
member  of  the  Coalition, 
pointed  out:    "People  in  the 
community  took  a  while  to 
understand  what  voter  regis- 
tration was  all  about.  It 
means  that  they  can  sit  on 
juries,  for  one  thing,  some- 
thing people  just  didn't  realize 
and  something  the  City  never 
really  educates  people  about.  .  . 
We  were  just  getting  people 
into  it  when  we  ran  out  of  time. 
We  need  a  year -long,  public - 
financed  and  community  run 
voter  registration  program,  " 


WISCONSIN  STREET  MURALS 

What  was  once  a  barren  board  fence  at  23rd  and  Wisconsin  Streets 
is  now  a  canvas  covered  with  rich  color  and  forms. 

The  studied  eye  can  pick  out  portraits  of  Ms.  Purman,  from  the 
time  of  slavery;  Marcus  Garvey,  of  the  "Back  to  Africa"  movement; 
Martin  Luther  King;  Malcolm  X;  Mara  Angela,  poet  and  writer;  and 
recent  breakfast  programs;  plus  likenesses  of  George  Jackson,  Angela 

The  mural  background  depicts  pickers  of  cotton  in  the  fields  and 
■World  War  I  and  11  soldiers,  ending  on  a  positive  note  with  hands 
clasped  in  brotherhood  and  hope  for  the  future  merging  of  all  mankind. 

Designed  and  painted  by  Graciela  Carrillo  de  Lopez  and  Patricia 
Rodrigues,  with  the  further  help  of  Fran  Valezco,  the  project  was 
completed  in  mid-October,  after  two  months  of  work. 

The  team  of  painters  are  members  of  the  CETA  program  at  Neigh- 
borhood Arts  Project,  an  arm  of  the  S.F.  Art  Commission,  The 
mural  decorates  a  wall  of  the  Potrero  Hill  Youth  and  Legal  Service 
office  site. 

-    Working  with  the  Potrero  Hill  Steering  Committee  and  the  Civic  Im- 
provement Association,  spokesman  Jim  Queen  added  that  a  small  park 
is  planned  for  the  mural  area,  with  additions  of  flowers  and  a  Bar-B- 
Q  pit.    Also,  hopes  for  future  improvements  include  trees  to  line  26th 
to  Wisconsin  Streets,  and  22nd  and  Minnesota  to  Tennessee  Streets, 
plus  impressive  signs  at  the  entrances  to  the  hill. 

The  mural  painters  spoke  highly  of  their  experience  with  Potrero 
Hill  residents  who  watched  the  mural's  progress  and  offered  "critic- 
ism and  comfort.  "    The  trio  expressed  their  satisfaction  with  the 
mural  and  hoped  that  the  hill  will  encourage  more  murals  to  be  paint- 
ed. 


Four  leading  international  spokesperson  were  keynote  speakers  at 
the  San  Francisco  United  Nations  Association's  International  Women's 
Conference,  October  24  and  25.  at  the  Sheraton  Palace  Hotel. 

Equality,  development  and  peace,  the  themes  of  International  Wom- 
en's Year,  were  highlighted  by  Annie  Jiagge,  Justice  of  the  Supreme 
Court  of  Appeals  in  Ghana;  Laura  Allende,  former  senator  in  Chile 
and  sister  of  the  late  President  Salvador  Allende;  Ambassador  David- 
son Nicol,  Director  of  UNITAR;  and  Mildred  Persinger,  Organizer  of 
the  IWY  Tribune  in  Mexico  City  and  member  of  the  YWCA  World 
Council. 

Attorney  Doris  Brin  Walker,  Potrero  Hill  resident,  moderated  a 
panel  entitled  "Empowerment:  The  Inner  and  Outer  Dimensions,  "  the. 
first  of  four  panels  at  the  conference.    The  general  consensus  of 
speeches  emphasized  changes  in  society,  and  essentially  that  most  of 
the  changes  would  come  through  a  change  from  capitalism  to  social- 
ism. 

Laura  Allende  gave  the  major  luncheon  address  on  October  24,  and 
sat  on  the  Saturday  afternoon  panel,   "Women  and  Socialism.  "  Mme. 
Allende  outlined  the  disadvantages  of  a  capitalistic  society  and  said 
that  women  must  consider  what  kind  of  society  they  really  prefer; 
that  they  must  look  at  both  the  capitalist  and  socialist  societies  and 
see  how  each  functions.    She  maintained  that  a  profound  structural 
change  is  required  in  order  to  overcome  sexism,  and  emphasized 
that  there  wouldn't  be  much  accomplished  with  a  few  people  gaining 
in  only  a  few  places, 

Mme.  Allende  pointed  out  that  the  interests  are  different  between 
lower  class  and  upper  class  women,  but  this  does  not  mean  upper 
class  women  cannot  take  a  position  of  struggle  with  lower  class  wom- 
en, and  referred  to  herself  as  an  example. 

She  later  criticized  the  fact  that  working  women  who  have  had  no 
education  and  have  had  to  struggle  to  maintain  themselves  were  not 
included  in  the  U.N.  sponsored  conference.    This  criticism  was  up- 
held by  many  in  the  audience  who  protested  that  the  $7.  50  for  lunch 
was  definitely  discriminatory. 

The  panel  entitled  "Concerns  •f  Third  World  Women  in  the  United 
States"  consistently  returned  to  the  question:  Is  racism  to  be  fought 
in  tandem  with  sexism,  or  is  this  a  separate  issue? 

Saturday's  keynote  luncheon  speaker,  Mildred  Persinger,  dilenated 
the  problems  of  women  throughout  the  world.    She  emphasized  that 
the  priorities  of  third  world  women  differed  from  women  in  the  highly 
industrialized  western  countries.     Where  some  women  are  asking  for 
better,  more  relevant  health  care,  other  women  are  saying  we  have 
no  health  care  at  all;  where  some  women  are  asking  for  better  and 
higher  paying  jobs,  other  women  are  saying  we  are  unable  to  have 
jobs  except  for  the  most  menial  tasks;  where  some  women  are  asking 
for  access  to  higher  education,  other  women  are  saying  we  have  no 
schools. 

Another  issue  Ms,  Persinger  touched  upon  was  the  population  con- 
trol question.    It  was  emphasized  that  birth  control  is  inextricably 
linked  to  the  advancement  of  women  in  society.    The  best  contracep- 
tive for  women  is  to  offer  them  alternatives  in  their  lives.    The  point 
was  made  that  the  present  family  planning  programs  tied  to  our  cur- 
rent foreign  aid  programs  are  inadequate  because  they  are  not  dealing 
with  the  realities  of  other  cultures.    In  many  societies  women  depend 
on  having  many  childre'n  so  they  will  be  taken  care  of  in  old  age.  This 
situation  must  change  first  before  there  can  be  any  broadly  launched 
birth  control  program. 

Ms.  Persinger  outlined  the  American  woman's  plan  of  action  in  an 
interdependent  world,   "Women  must  be  where  foreign  policy  is 
made."   She  emphasized  that  we  need  sensitive  women  who  are  capa- 
,  ble  of -understanding  what  their  sisters  of  the  developing  world  are 
saying.       ..*  need  women  who  will  honor  cultural  differences  ,  " 
and  that  is  most  essential  for  the  U.S.  to  have  women  in  the  world 
community.    Women  are  "the  new  force  for  change.  "    They  are  the 
powerless  that  must  become  empowered.    Women  should  be  catlled 
upon  to    work  for  a  new  international  human  order. 

Mme.  Jiagge  concluded  the  conference  with  the  question  "liberation 
for  what?"   She  maintained  that  liberation  of  women  is  meaningless 
unless  it  releases  a  dynamic  of  women  to  work  for  peace  in  the 
world.

Gardening  Year  Round 


Gardening  in  San  Francisco  allows  for  us  to  garden  all  year  long, 
and  allows  us  to  have  fresh  vegetables  year  round.    Many  vegetables 
can  be  grown  all  winter  long. 

Leeify  lettuce  can  keep  fresh  in  your  kitchen  all  year.  Plant  by  seed 
1/4"     deep  or  start  indoors  in  containers. 

Spinach  and  chard  are  other  greens  that  grown  in  cool  weather. 
Plant  by  seed  1/2"  deep  or  start  in  containers. 

Beets  do  best  in  well-drained  soil.  Plant  1/2"  deep  by  seed  or  start 
in  container  indoors. 

Carrots,  a  root  crop  that  needs  soil  free  of  lumps  and  stones, 
cover  with  1/2"  of  light  soil. 

Radishes  are  a  quick  crop:    30  days  to  harvest,  cover  seeds  1/2" 
with  light  soil. 

Leeks  are  an  onion-like  plant  but  milder  in  taste.    Plant  1/2"  in 
soil.    Likes  water. 

Peas  are  another  cool  weather  crop  that  puts  nitrogen  in  the  ground. 
Cover  with  1"  soil. 

Onion  sets  are  an  easy  way  to  grow  onions.    Plant  1"  to  1-1/2"  in 
soil.    Likes  water. 

Garlic.    Break  bulbs  into  cloves.    Plant  base  downward  1"  to  2" 
deep  in  soil. 

Cabbage,  broccoli,  brussel  sprouts,  and  collards  can  be  grown  all 
year  long.    Do  best  when  started  in  containers.    Cover  1/4"  with 
soil.     Transplant  when  second  set  of  leaves  from.    (Carrots,  radish- 
es, lettuce  and  spinach  can  be  grown  between  any  of  the  cabbage 
family  for  best  space  use.  ) 

Mulch  plays  a  valuable  role  in  a  winter  and  summer  garden.  Mulch 
is  a  layer  of  organic  material  (grass  clippings,  straw,  shredded 
leaves,  unshredded  leaves,  pine  needles,  peat  moss,  cocao  bean 
hulls  and  nut  shells;  a  combination  of  these  organic  materials  with 
rotted  manure  is  the  best  mulch)  placed  on  the  soil  surface.  Mulch 
works  to  conserve  water,  hold  down  weeds  and  improves  soil 
structure  and  fertility. 

Fall  and  winter  in  San  Francisco  is  a  time  for  planning  spring 
blooming  bulbs.    Bulbs  for  spring  blooming  can,  with  a  little  effort 
in  fall,  add  maximum  color  and  beauty  to  any  garden.  More  on 
bulbs  next  month.
